MILITIA BNCAMPMBNTfl 
This is the season of militia en- 
campments in most of the stales. The 
encampments nre good for the mlli- 
t latin n. say s the Chicago Tribune. 
A majority of them are from the 
towns and cities, and they need the 
outdoor air and vigorous exercise 
they get while "soldiering." The diet 
Is not exactly what they are used to 
or would take If they had a compre- 
hensive hill of fare to choose from, 
hut it Is nourishing nnd healthy 
Most militiamen return from the an- 
nual "camp" biowu and atrong. Theii 
outing equips them well for their 
year s work as civilians. 

The encampments, however, arc 
primarily for the good of the public 
Our English ancestors, fearful that 
standing armies would be employeci 
by the king to destroy their liberties, 
conceived, long ago, an Inveterate 
dislike of them There Is no king 
In America, hut the people have al- 
ways been as much opposed to a 
large standing army as If there were. 
The federal constitution says "A well 
regulated militia" Is "necessary to 
the security of a free state." A mili- 
tia cannot be "well regulated" whose 
members do not have occasional ex- 
perience of actual war or mimic 
war made as near like It as possible. 
Frequent drills In armories are help 
ful and Indispensable, but the best 
place to make aoldlers Ik in t^nts. 
about camp Hits, and In open fields. 
A main trouble with the militia out- 
ings is that they are too short. But a 
weeks', camping each year is about 
all that can be had. 

Previous to the Spanish war the 
militia orgau laal ions in many states, 
from inadequate i glslutlve support 
and lack of public interest, had 
Mmm fully dwindled and deteriorat 
ed. The war showed with painful 
• l-aincsh dangers of the policy of nig 
ganlliness and neglect, and legisla- 
tion by congress and revived popular 
loti- rest have since put the militia 
'■i> in-: .il'\ cm .i ii impi u\ •■(! fool i ng 
But in most states It is far from what 
It ought to lie. Nobody can foretell 
when or where a disciplined and 
courageous body of militia must be 
the stale's chief reliance In putting 
down serious riots and Insurrections. 
The navy would he the nation's right 
arm. but the militia would have to 
be Its left arm In case II. were plung 
ed unexpectedly Into a great war. 
The people should not neglect the 
militia.

The interior situation i* 
very serlou«, 1 do not deny, but In 
Europe and America the true signifi- 
cance of what Is happening is not un- 
derstood. Correspondents come here 
and talk with a few hundred people 
in St. Petersburg and Moscow, mis- 
interpret what is happening and fill 
the world with false Impressions as 
to Russia's futuVe. * 

"Russia has little resemblance (o 
Western countries. To know Rus- 
sia, to understand the soul of the 
Russian people. It la necessary that 
one should have been born here or 
lived many years In Russia. The cus- 
toms, history and mental psychology 
of the people are entirely different 
from those of Western nations, and 
Russia cannot be Judged by Western 
standards. It is such an immense 
country, composed of diverse ele- 
ments aud interests, yet the Russian 
people are like a great family. At 
present they are torn by internal 
dissentions, but these divisions would 
disappear shoulJ the people really 
feel that the Integrity of the country 
and Its future destiny were at stake. 

• Russia Is not on the verge of dis- 
solution as a great power and Is not 
obliged to accept any conditions of- 
fered, In spite of the military revers- 
es she has sustained. 

"We are passing through an Inter- 
nal crisis which has been marked by 
many grave events aud which may 
have others still In store, but the 
crisis will pass and in a few years 
Russia will again take her place as 
a preponderant power In the Europe- 
an funcert."
